Nis double alliance very much conducing to 
the advantage of China , and when there was 
maſt reaſon to think of peace and rejoycing, 
there appeared ſome 1n armes to ſtop t 
current of the Kings proſperity ; bur not- 
withſtanding theſe he went with Partenice to 
receive the wife that was deſtined him , cau- 
ſing withall an army to follow him by which 
they were quickly reduced, There was not 
long between , and there aroſe another ttorm 
of more dangerous conſequence ; The Prin- 
Ces, as well thoſe of the blood as others , 
armed againlt Ariftezas , and Ariſtenus a- 
gainlt the Princes, The King niaking Ge- 
ne- 
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nerall ofhis Army Policaris Uncle to Florin. 
da , and her husband Alcidor Cleite Marſhall 
of che Camp, this latter having raken leave 
of his wife, who heartily wiſht 11! to the an- 
thors of the Seirres that rook her husband 
from her and carried him into dangers, and 
being gotten into the Feild , within rwo 
dayes journey of Paquin bear up the qua! - 
ters of Prince Porſirws and took his beſt 
horſes and plate, In ſequele of this the ewo 
armics approaching one another, he was of 
the opinton not to let Prince Clorimax pals 
the river Caremorar but to fight him , and in 
all probability he had that day done the King 
very ſignal ſervice, if his counſell had been 
followed , bur Policaris was of another judg-

very conſiderable Town. Advertiſement 
hereof being broughe him , and that the 
calile of it held our ſtill for the King, though 
it was in the Worlt Seaſon of Winter "= 
ſent men to the aſfiſtance of the caſtle who 
by ladders and cords planted a-long the 
walls got intoir in deſpight of all oppolition ; 
and ar the ſame time went himſelf and ap- 
proached the Town with Batteries of Ca- 
non, Theſe approaches proceeding flow- 
lier, than he deſired, and thoſe of the Town 
ſhewing themſelves one day inthe mazers 
ner the walls, he with five hundred 
Gentlemen flew upon them , firawed the 
ground with their bodies as with ruſhes _ 
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beat them up to the very gate without loo(< 
ing any more than two Gentlemen and a 
Trumpet that ſounded the charge, From 
this he going on to other executions the 
who had taken the Town the foutrh day at- 
ter the ſeige was formed delivered it up ro 
him upon artic'les that were leſs beneficiall 
to them than they imagined; 

Though Alc:dor had ſo cooled the heat 
of the boldeſt of the revolted in the pros» 
vince , with which he was intruſted-rehar 
there durſt none of them (hew their heads a- 
gainſt him , contrary to the opinion with 
which they had been imprinted of making 
ſuch progrefles that they ſhould give Laws 
tb theni, from whom it was thefr duty to re» 
ccivethem, and chough he had long had an 
earneſt mind to make a viſit to: his dear 
Florinda,and ſhe conjured him to do it every 
time chat (he wrote to him , yer he durſt 
never give himſelf and her thar ſatisfaction 
for fear there ſhould ſome diſorder or mil- 
cheif fall out in his abfence, - He ſtuck 
cloſe ro his charge and with his paiuful 
cares and vigilancies renderd himfelt fo for- 
midable to the adverſe party that they fled 
from the place where they knew he was ag 
from an abode of the plague , ſo far were 
they from atraking him ot torming parties ro 
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{arprize him. Nor were they the common 
Souldiers only that thus dreaded him , but 
the molt renowned clicifes alſo , whothun- 
ned meeting him all that they were able , as 
having indeed experimentc4,that for Alcidor 
to conquer was no more, than his ordinary, 
practice, 

Ar the beginning of the ſpring Ariſtenus , 
who had palt the winter at Paqurz , parted 
from ir, togo againſt Arzavces, who , he was 
allured, contrary to the faith which he had 
{worn ar the rendring up of Azcheow never 
more to bear arms againſt him , had a body 
of men about him towards the Province of 
Foquiam, He found him in the Iland of Tum- 
baca where he had (hur himſelf up with an 
opinion that it was inacceſſible ; others alſo 
had the ſame thoughts of it : bur the King 

a kind of miracle diſcovered a place thar 
was foordable,where no body in the memo- 
ry of man had paſt, and paſhng it fell with fo 
much lite upon the enemies Ta they were 
almoſt in a moment cut and broken in pic« 
ces, and their Canon and Baggage taken, 
their Commander ſaving bimfelf by flight. 
Adorned with the laurells of this viRory Fe 
laid ſcige to Chiquiae and within a few 
daycs rook it. Thence he marchedafreſh 
rowards Laichio; upon the way whither 
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Alcidey meeting him with five hundred 
Gentlemen , and molt of the officers of the 
army that was under him,he with extraordi- 
nary carefles thankt him for the notable ſer< 
vices that he had done him in that Coun- 
trey, and in ſtead of going to Quicbio, as it 
was beleived he would , went and ſer dowti 
before Quamehiew , giving Alcidoy {ix thous 
ſand Foot and all the ordinary Cavalry of 
pay, to fight Filitiz, who it was ſaid, would 
endeavor to ſuccor the Town. But not long 
afrer the ſeige was laid , Prince Meander 
commanding the Army ar Land and Prince 
Dorilas that at ſea , fell out rhe navall barte}l 
of Liampo, in which ſo ſuperbe a victory 
was obtained over the forces of the rebel}s 
that they were throughout the Kingdome 
conſtrained to ſue tothe King for his grace; 
that which he according to the uſuall (weet- 
nefs of his diſpoſition granted them. 

A univerſall calm recovered , Ariſtenus 
viſited his Provinces of Cantas and Foquiam, 
bur not without taking 4lcidoy along with 
him , as he did alſo in the other little jour- 
neys , Which he made for the good of his 
affairs. 

Ar their return to Paquin Florinda being 
ready there to receive her Alcsdoy they ater 
their long ſeparation, it will ealily be believ- 
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ved , met with an unſpeakable joy. _ 
ftaid a month or two ar Court, leaving S:l- 
' yams theregthey retired into the Countrey , 
having ſpent half a Year'in the Countrey 
they re»pait to the Court, In both places 
they led a moſt happy lite , happy in regard 
of the innocent amenities with which the 
Countrey ſerved them, and of the braver 
delights with which the Court entertained 
them , happy, in m__ that in the Coun- 
rrey, they were by the gore bog Gentry 
molt kindly ard civilly reſpected , by the 
commonalty little leſs than ſuperſtitiouſly 
worſhipt , and that at the Court Ariftenus 
and Callirea {miled upon them and made 
much of them as the principal ornaments of 
their royall tate, happy, in regard thattheir 
Children were -by all eſteemed as rare 
examples , their eldeſt Sons Srhvanus and 
Dolompus (the latter of which his Father 
had ſent to Mongul) of moſt genuine cou- 
rage and addreſs , their youngeſt Son Lt- 
dram of molt pregnant hopes , their two 
DaughtersDelfa andSerapts of molt charm» 
ing beauty , Wit and virtue ! But cheit- 
ly happy in regard of the reciprocation of 
earire' love between themſelves , the exat

conſort of their humorsand wills, and the the:

Together .with Alcidor and Florinda 
( though ſcarce by the ſame mcaſure with 
them.) the Court allo was happy, it was 
wholly a theatre of gallantrics : VVar and 
the things that affright and moleſt were 
fcarce fo much as mentioned, all the di- 
fcourſe was of love, of thechaſe , of dan- 
ces, of feaſts, of all the more elegant re 
ercations of humane life, There indeed 
ſpread a felicity over all che Kingdome, Hea- 
ven blefling it with a ſerene tranquillity and 
an exuberancy of good things. But the tran» 
quillity was at length diſturbed, the workers 
of the paſt cempelts railing new ones; Liam- 
pe. forgetful of the mercy which the King 
bad thewed it when at the next door to ruine 


renewed its old factions , and the 1fle of 


Varella was powerfully and ſharply atlaul- 
ted by the Japoxoiſes, Aftertaind of this the 
King , who armed with ſpeed , to prevent 
the milcheif with which he beleived the Ile 
of Chapaſi threatened , commanded Alcidey 
to pur himſelf into it , and it was in an in-

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ftant that he had ſet foot on ground there 
with a great number of Gentlemen,who rec-

. To helphim make good his charge, there 
was quichh ſent to ou the Cine of 
the aimirable Oreſtes cg thouſand Foot 
and fifteen hundred Horſe , and with rheſc 
aids he ſo well diſpoſed the Iland ro a de- 
fence , that the Faponoiſes coming three 
dayes after to view it, found it too well for» 
tified and managed , to be aſſaulted, After 
this rhe King ſecing that the deſigne of Cal-

Calltmorus being gone (Artances who came 
with him fled alſo back with him to take re- 
fuge at Meaco ) Alztdor who had not as yet 
ſtirred from Chapaſi was orderd by the King 
to go Feild-marſhall to the ſeige of Lrampo, 
He was again upon intelligence that RofiIus 
had forces in the Feild which he intended ta 
put into Lzampo, orelſe todivert the fiege 
with them , orderd by him with eight hun- 
dred Horſe to go ſeek him out and fight

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him ; and taking with him Sr1Fvanzs and Do- 
lompas (the latter of which, the newes of the 
arming had brought from Adorgu!, where he 


had been dangerouſly wounded at the ſiege 
of Tewdae , ) he made his courſe , bur 


could no where meet with them that he loo-

Rerurned to the Kings quarters he had 
paſt but few dayes there betore he received 
the newes of rhe ficknels , and within a few

withal rogether with others his freinds read- 
ing lefures to him of patience and com- 
fort, He had indeed for arguments of quie- 
ting himſelf, tharſhe was fallenintoa ileep 
for which it was below a ſoul of truc cou- 
rage to torment ir ſelf; and from which all 
his Stock of Tears and fighes could not a- 
waken her , that the Queen and Court had 
taken all che care and pains 2bout her , not 
only, which humanity, but which alfo a 2ea« 
lons tenderneſs could ſuggeſt , and thar he 
S 4 had 
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had neicher himſelf nor any other to com- 
plain of-for his not ſeeing her in her ſick- 
neſs , the firſt moment that ſhe fell ill a 
Currier being diſparched to him with notice 
of it, and (he dying within (ix hours after , 
of which alſo he had as.quicka mellenger, 
But after all he had an carneſt mind to 
throw aſide his charge and arms and go 
weep over her: that which ſtopt him from 
'doing it was a jult conſideration poog his ſo- 
vercign had preſent need of his ſervice and 
demanded.it , .and that therefore to leave 
him would þe to incurre an opprobry from 
which he ſhould never be able to clear him- 
ſelf. Let us wait therefore , ſaid he t9 
himſclf, to go pay. our laſt -duties to thar 
part of our dear Florida that remaines, till 
this rebclliqus City , which is at theeven of 
its being ſubdued , be fully fo, Ir is not 
now the firſt time that we have received an 
nfelicity of this kind , we have too well

tion tooke and followed 4lzidor, and by his 
advice and example his Sonnes alſo , very 
much to the fatjsfadtion of theKing in regard 
both of the benefit which thereby: = 
would receivethemſelves and 'of that alſo 
which would. accrew from -n"to his own 
affairs. 
The Japonoiſes having a gaod mind roſuce 
cour Liampo , bur in regard of the invincible 
obſtacles that ſtood in their way contenting 
themſelves to appear upon the ſea and te. 
tire , the beſeiged though-they had thereby 
their hopes frultrared continued obſtinare]

Aulged. Having maſtered whis Ciry,which 
three Tags his could not do, 
and re-cſtabliſhr there the old Religion -of 
Chinahe returned in triumphto Paquin; and 

'thither Alcidor waiced upon him , and then 

ied him(elf to perform the ſupreme 
honours to Fiarrmda, VVhenhe came to ſee 
her body in che Cofhn , he was wholly poſ- 
ſeſt wh preif, and his ſentiments were 
more cquitable, than to be blamed : but his 
reaſon after & while making good its empire 
and tempering his paſſion ,* his Cheif care 
was taken up abour her funerals, and he laid 
her in: the | grave with: a State in which 

Mourning was renderd full of Majeſty. 

While the King continued at Paquin At 
tidor was always about him , and new oc- 
cafions calling him abroad , 'he'and his Sons 
tended him, They wereof his Cheife afli- 

Nants when he forced his way through the 

barricades and 'orher obſtacles that (thur ir 


leived Batadyr that was ſtrai beſeiged 
the Prince Nimeſis,and conſtrained A1- 
£pp#s who had cauſed this trouble to ſte'to 
lum for peace.. . 
Af- 
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Afﬀairs being quieted on that fide , Ariftee 


. aus left Clomexon there with ſufficient forces 


to maintain the quiet, and paſt into the Pro- 
vince of Lyreches in queit of Filiſtiz who 
with t numbers of men ravaged the 
Countrey z but though this Prince was the 
d Cheife ofthe diſobedicor party , and 
adthe boldneſs ro counter-a&t theKiogs au- 
thority , he durſt no where: appear before 
him.In this expedition Torichs was begirt by 
the King taken by aflault and put all in 
blood. Arthis ſcige Dolompas was wounded 
with a Mulhuer-thoe in the head together 
with other little hurts, while his elder Bro» 
ther had better fortune,though he continually 
engaged himſelf in moſt hazardous ſervices. 
Taking warning by Tecichu, Hilami opened 
irs gates to the King : Hrilant leading the 
way ſeveral other Townes returned to their 
allegiance , Fileftin giving them the ſalutary 
counſel ro do ſo, who himſelfalſo recounted 
his diſloialry and obtained: pardon of the 
King both for himſelf, and all che party of 
which he bad been head and protector. 


- | Things being brought to this iflue , the King 


returned ro Paquin, leaving the great Oreſtes 


| and Alcider to receive the Townes to the 


obedience that they owed him and to cauſe 
their fortifications to be razed : and they 
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: were not long before they were again with 
kim with an account of their negotiatfon 
which perfedtly ſatisfied him, 

Envious of the Univerſal peace which 
China now enjoyed , and reſolved as it 
ſeems to ſhew himſelf, what he was repured 
to be , the: moſt inconſtant Prince in the 
World 4lcippus performed-nothing of what 
he-had promiſed Ariftenss when he made 
peace with him , -buc by freſh and thoſe un» 
ſufferable provocations obliged him to re- 
commence War. Oreſtes paſt the mountains 
with fourty thouſand men , rook Chaquoars 
in the ſight of Alcaſtus and pur thar flicting 
prince in ſuch a fright that he ftaied no lon- 

er before herepented of what he had done. 
Aviſtenus himſelf alſo in the ſequele marched 
wich a -army into Cambotay, Alcidor 
who was Field-marſhall of it-led the Van 
when they entred the Countrey and finding 
Prince Euſebes retiring with his Army was 
earneſt to have bid them battle : but what. 
ſoever clear. day : he ſaw of utterly defea- 
ting them,and x Ayer aflurance he gave 
the King of ir, he-could not ger his conſent 
char he might fall on , he would reſerve, he 
ſaid , his torces ro make himſelf Maſter of 
all che places of ſtrength in Camboza, and to 
att their Prince in his Shirt. Bur ir'could not 
well 
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well be that the two Armies ſhould meet 
without ſtriking a blow, Alcidoy moved the 
Quarel, prefaced with ſome skirmiſhes , 
made a looſe , broke intothe midl(t of the e- 
nemics , ſtrawed the ground with five hun- 
dred of their bodies and retreated glorioully, 
the King approving the exploit though nor 

ecing to the attempr. Ar length the whole 
conduct of the Army in Cambora was left to 
him, and he beſeiged Townes and took them 
by the meaſure of quickly bringfhg under the 
whole State. 

Datador in the mean time the molt conſi- 
derable place of irs Countrey was vigo- 
rouſly befeiged by the /ndians who reſolved 
rotake it or dye, if they were not hindered 
by a greater ſtrength , than theirs, and in all 
appearance they had nor long to ſtay to be 

feſt of it , ſo low had they brought it. 
Thither therefore Ariſtenus with all ſpeed 
cauſed thirty thouſand men to advanceunder 
three of his moſt experienced Caprains , 
and chey with Sword in one hand and Piſtol 
in the other bravely ſer it at liberty. Never 
received Alcaftus ſuch an affront , and he was 
the more ſenſible of ic becauſc he received ir 
in his native Countrey. To ſee indeed him- 
ſelfand his army proudly criumphr over Þ 
the Chinorſes while they forced them aif. 
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ully ro diſlodge from before the Town 
t which they lay encampt waiting only 
the hour in which according ro the compo« 
ſition that was made, were to enter; Ir 
was a diſpleaſtre which he was fo far from 
being able ro digeſt that he endured not to 
ſurvive ir, bur within a few dayes after mar- 
ched off the World. Bajador releived the 1x- 
dian King,and the Potentates that fided with 
him were conftraind ro make a peace with 
Ariſtenus upon conditions advantageous e- 
nough to him to declare him ViRour in the 
War, The Caſtles, Townes , places which 
upon theſe conditions he delivered back to 
Alcippus were all monuments of Alcidors vir- 
rue that had conquerd them, Indeed to com- 
bare the enemy 1n their own Countrey and 
vanquiſh them , to inviron Townes and take 
them , to aſſault Places and win them , by 
all the methods of valonr to render for- 
midable the arms of the juft Ariftenus were 
his ordinary exercifes ( both ar other times 
and ) while he had the care of the War a- 
gainſt Alceppus. 

Bur the labours of this extraordinary man 
mult have an end; they are glorious enough 
for him , they have dreſt his name wich 
flowers of honour which will never wither, 
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of time , and Arifterus ds him as 
whoſe Sword bak frncks as many OE 
tant blowes in his ſervice as any's whoſoc- 
ver , and whoſe merit might title to as 
rich rewards. In anſwer to his'merir he re- 
ſolves to ſertle him in the Viceroy-ſh1 
which Pol#anrs a few dayes before his deat 
deſigned him : Byr as he is about to do it 
he is called ro arms by the Province of Ore 
gones for the Chaſtiſing of that Felonzous, The 
leading of this War is committed to Alctabr, 
but when he ſhould take the Ficld , he falls 
ſick. It is at firſt a heavy ſurcharge of trouble 
to him beſides thar of his ſickneſs that he is 
hindered from waiting upon his Maſter and 
gathering the roſe which 1s at the end of the 
thorn, Bur when he findes by the courſe 
of his diſeaſe thar he can in all likelyhood 
have none bur a fatall iflue of it, he looks 
upon thoſe former thoughts as no longer fea- 
ſonable , he wholly applies himſelf ro think 
of his retreate , the honours of the World 
he with a holy elevation of mind contemnes, 
and hath his deſires grow cold ro every 
thing elſe , butrogo and enjoy a purity of 
happineſs with his Dorame and Flortnda, In 
fine ſeeing his end at hand he with moſt 
ſage 
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Og rmerthe aee: his Children td 
follow the* way of virtue and glory , and 
then compoſes himſelf with: a pious cou- 

' Tage toundergo the afſaulrs of death which 
he feels beginning upon him', and which 
within 2 quarter of an hour diflodge his 
heroick ſoul; |
